of all others within Sur Realmes and Domintons, the place that wee , and Our 
loꝛs in this Kingdome, haue alwayes thought woꝛthieſt to be honoured with the 
ol dux Perſons, and of Our ſupzeame Courts of Puſtice, and which Qur Heile in particular 
haue euer ſinte ur comming vnto the Crowne, fauoured and cheriſhed by all the meanes 
Wee might. to teſtifie Our Pzncely andextraozdinary affection towards them,whereof wee 


re 


ſhall neuer repent Us, hauing found in them a like retribution of Lone and duety towards 
Us; Yet muſt wee needes lay, to Our griete, that in ſo famous a City as that is, and where- 
in of all others, it any where, ciuility and humantty is to de expected, there is as iuſt tauſe at 
this time to charge their chieke Magiſtrates foꝛ negligent ſuffering, as to tondemne the infert- 
our and baſer ſoꝛt of people foꝛ acting many Inſolenties ot rude e ſauage barbariſme, which 
dayly are committed in the Streets, not oulp towards Ambaſſadours and publtke Miniſters 
of foꝛreigne Pꝛintes and States, whole perſons ought to bee ſacred and pꝛiuiledged, by the 
Lawesof God and Nations, from all violence oꝛ wꝛong but euen towards other Strangers 
allo, to whom all courteous reſpect and hoſpitality is due, and generally to the whole Hobllity 
and Gentry of our own Kealmes, both men and women, hauing occaſion at any time to abide, 
oꝛ repatre vnto this City, inſomuch as the Complaints hereof doe continually come vnto 
Our eares, and make Us aſhamed,that notwithſtanding the often and ſtraight Commande⸗ 
ments that We haue lapd heretofoze vpon the Lozd Maioꝛ # Aldermen,fo2 ſuppꝛeſling this 
wicked and deutliſh humor of thoſe baſe people by ſeuerity of Juſtice & puniſhment, the lame 
dothneuertheleſſe continue moꝛe and moꝛe ina higher degree, to the great ſcandaU of Our Go⸗ 
uernment, both at home and abzoad,and to the diſhonour of our Nation. Weing therefoze 
reſolned to endure theſe Inſolencies no longer, wee haue now thought fit to declare vnto the 


woꝛld the true ſence and feeling Wee haue of Pur owne Honour, Which cannot but ſuffer 


much, if by Our longer ſufferante the ſubozdinate Magiſtrates æ Gouernours, to whom the 
o2dinary Refo2mation of theſe Abuſes doth appertaine,neglect their dueties ; And doe fo 
that cauſe hereby ſtraightly charge and command the Maioꝛ and Aldermen of Our ſayd Et- 
tie of London, as they will anſwere the ſame hereafter vnto Us,vpon paine of Our higheſt 
diſpleaſure,and ſuch further perill as may enſue thereupon, that they doe pzeſently enter into 
ſome ſerious conſultation and conference amongſt chemſelues,how theſe Aﬀronts to Stran- 
gers, and others Our owne Sublects may be carefully pzeuented hereafter,that no ſuch lewd 
perſon (ſhall dare, either by woꝛd oz deede, to offer any iniurp oꝛ violente, direttip ozindirect- 
ly, oꝛ ſo much as, by his geſture oꝛ countenance,to ſcoffe at, oꝛ abuſe any Stranger, eſpectally 
Am baſſadours and publike Miniſters, their Seruants and Followers, oꝛ other Roble men 
and Gentlemen, Ladies oꝛ Gentlewomen , Our owne Subiects oꝛ others, but to behaue 
themſelues towards them with all reſpect and courteſie, meeting them in the Streetes 02 
elſewhere ſoeuer. 

And although Wee hold it not lo pꝛoper foꝛ vs to pꝛeſtribe aparticular way vnto the ſayde 
Maio: and Aldermen, how this may be effected with that good lucteſſe, which wee may well 
expect, if they be vigilant + diligent,as becomes them, who ſhould beſt vnderſtandthe meanes 
how todeale with thoſe infertour members of their owne Bodlie; yethereof let them be aſſu- 
red, that if it fall out any ſuch abuſes be committed againe, e come to Pur knowledge, we will 
not only ixact a frict account of the ſame from the whole Citie, but euen from that particular 
Alderman in whole Ward it ſhal happen to be done, e he not puniſh it accozding to the fault, 
who if hee perfoꝛme his duty in time, by admoniſhing all houſholders and other within his 
Ward, to be watchful ouer ſuch offences when they happen, needes not to pleade ignoꝛante of 
the fact, noꝛ in this caſe wil we take it foꝛ a ſuffitient extuſe: As. on the other lide, we doe hereby 
alſo expꝛeſly # ſtraightly charge and commaund all Houſholders, Cittzens, and Inhabitants 
within Our laid City, not onelythemſelues to abſtaine from all ſuch violentes andiniuries,as 
befoze are mentioned, but in tale any rude and audacious perſon ſhal, notwithſtanding ſo ma- 
ny warnings giuen heretofoꝛe, and examples of Juſtice lately executed bpon ſome, pꝛeſume 
neuertheleſſe to commit the like offence againe ; That then they doe with their vttermoſt 
power and endeauour appzehend ſuch Offendozo2 Offtendozs, ifthe Conſtable oz immediate 
Officer be not at that inſtant pꝛeſent, oꝛ at hand, and it hee bee, then to aſſiſt him the beſt they 
may, foꝛ putting the ſapde Offendoꝛs into the hands of Juſtice : And this vpon perill of Hur 
high indignation, and of ſach ſeuere puniſhment,as map be inflicted bpon any perſon that ſhal 
looke on, and bee knowne th:ough his wilfull negligence to ſuffer the Malefactoz to eſcape, 
now that we haue declared Pur Royall pleaſure ſo erp2efly on that behalfe. And as We haue 
hitherto applied this charge particularly vnto the City of London and the Liberties thereof, 
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becauſe there thele inlolenties haue beene foz the moſt parfcommiitted,foz any thing wee haue 
heard: Yetleaſt the ſame boldneſſe and impudentie may ſpꝛead to the other parts and ſkirts 
bo2deringvpon the City, oꝛthe Countries adioyningthereunto, wherethe wozſer ſozt ofpeo- 
ple may be alike toꝛrupted by example of thoſe others within the City: Wee doe heereby im⸗ 
poſethe like ſtrict charge andcommandment vpon all Juſtices of Peace , Sheriffes , Conſta- 
bles, and other Pur Officers; As allo vpon all Lozds of Leetes and Liberties , aud other 
Inhabitants whatſoeuer, within the neighbouring parts of the Counties of Middleſex aud 
Surrey,neere vuto the City of London, that they take the like care pzeſently within their le⸗ 
uerall Juriſdictions and places of authoꝛity, oꝛ habitation reſpectiuelp, to containe the people 
within the bounds of their duty towards Us, and of reſpect and tiuiluty vnto all ſuch perſons 
and Strangers eſpecially, as are befoꝛe menttoned, and haue heeretofoze had tuſt cauſe to bee 
grieued at ſuch barbarous vſage , as they will anſwere foz their neglect and want of due 
rare on that behalfe, tf any complaint come vnto Us of that nature heereafter.
